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Supreme Court Approves Year 
Of Sale Depreciation in 
Certain Circumstances

(Released by the National Livestock Tax 
Committee) 
For some years, the Internal Reve- 
nue Service has taken the position 
that where depreciable property is 
sold or exchanged, allowable depre- 
ciation for the year of the sale is 
limited to the amount, if any, by 
which the adjusted basis of the as- 
set at the beginning of the year of 
sale exceeds the amount realized 
from the sale or exchange. Thus, 
according to the Service, a stockman 
who sold depreciable property and 
received a price equal to or in excess 
of the adjusted basis thereof at the 
beginning of the year was not en- 
titled to a depreciation deduction 
with respect to such property during 
the year of sale. Obviously, it would 
be to the stockman’s advantage to 
write off the year of sale deprecia- 
tion deduction against ordinary in- 
come, while treating the profit from 
the sale as capital gain. 

The Service’s position has been 
expressed in an official ruling and 
in the Farmer’s Tax Guide published 
by the Treasury Department. In 
addition, its position has been vig- 
orously advanced in innumerable 
individual audits as well as many 
court cases. Because of the impor- 
tance of the question, the fact that 
it was currently being heavily liti- 
gated and a conflict between lower 
federal courts on the issue, the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court agreed to 
review the point in the case of Fri- 
BourG NavicGATION Company, INc. 
v, COMMISSIONER OF INTERNAL REv- 
ENuE. As a result of its review, the 
Supreme Court held that the tax- 
payer was entitled to the deprecia- 
tion deduction as claimed. 
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Even though the Supreme Court’s 
opinion was a real victory for the 
taxpayer in the Frrpoure case, it is 
not necessarily a green light to all 
taxpayers in all cases. The Frrsourc 
case involved depreciation claimed in 
the year of sale of a used Liberty 
ship. The sale price of the ship was 
substantially in excess of its estimat- 
ed salvage value as a result of a 
sharp and unexpected rise in prices 
for ships due to the Suez crisis which 
occurred after the time the taxpayer 
made its initial estimate of salvage 
value. It was agreed in the Fribourg 
case that the taxpayer’s original esti- 
mates were reasonable and accurate. 
Hence, the majority opinion stated 
that there was no ground for dis- 
allowance of the depreciation 
claimed. 

It should be noted that the Su- 
preme Court’s opinion clearly point- 
ed out that the Service could re- 
quire a redetermination of useful 
life or salvage value when it be- 
comes apparent that either of these 
factors has been miscalculated. In 


this regard, it was stated that while 
the wake of an asset at an amount 
a age than its depreciated basis 
oes not alone establish such a mis- 
calculation, this fact could be evi- 
dence of an error. The result, then, 
would undoubtedly be different 
where the taxpayer cannot establish 
the propriety of his initial estimates. 


Many stockmen have as a matter 
of course taken depreciation in the 
year of sale of depreciable property 
without regard to whether the sales 
price was above or below the ad- 
justed basis of the asset. Others, for 
one reason or another, have followed 
the Service’s position and in a prop- 
er case these stockmen may want to 
file a refund claim for past open 
years. Certainly as to the future, 
every stockman should consider with 
his own tax consultant the effect of 
the Frisoure case on his federal in- 
come tax reporting. 


In this regard, one particular fea- 
ture of the Supreme Court’s rule will 
be of special interest to stockmen. 
The so-called depreciation recapture 
rules in effect for years after 1961 
as to personal property and for years 
after 1963 as to certain real property 
can wash out the advantage of being 
able to take the depreciation deduc- 
tion in the year of sale. This would 
not hold true as to livestock, or as 
to realty on which no accelerated 
depreciation has been taken or which 
has been held for certain periods, 
since assets of this kind are not sub- 
ject to the depreciation recapture 
rules. Accordingly, the Service may 
scrutinize with increased care a tax- 
payer's estimates of useful life and 
salvage value for such assets where 
depreciation thereon is claimed in 
the year of sale.

COW you judged my cows 
15 years ago, you criticized 

them for being too long 
legged, having string bean bodies, 
and lacking in depth and width. I 
told you then that to breed Guern- 
seys for tomorrow’s use, they would 
have to have more scale, greater 
length of body, and a lot of extra 
cow power.” 

The man challenging the judge 
with the above statement was Lyle 
Hunsberger of Lyrene Farms, Ionia, 
Mich., and today he has proven his 
point by being rated as one of the 
breed’s most successful cow improv- 
ers. 

This long geared, bald dairyman 
has a national reputation for his crop 
of prying questions that are designed 
to uncover the secrets of how to 
breed better cows, and make money 
doing it. When the tables are turned, 
and he has to answer questions, he 
knows what kind of a cow he wants, 
and delivers that information blunt- 
ly, with a wrinkled brow and a heel 
rocking motion that holds the listen- 
er’s attention for fear of missing 
some priceless bit of wisdom. 

The proof of this man’s success 
is substantiated by looking at his 
record. A cow carrying his farm 
name has just completed a_ breed 
record of 21855 Ibs. of milk and 
1170 Ibs. of fat, Syrs — HIR — 305 
— 2x. Seven great cows, mostly Ex- 
cellents, have been sold from the 
farm during the last five years, and 
each has left the owner with an aver- 
age contribution of over $2,000. 

ree proven bulls, and three young 
ones, have found new homes during 
the same period, leaving Lyrene 
Farms with over $5,000 an Ue sold. 

Besides the cows sold, there are 
still six Excellents in the herd, and 
by using these and the younger prom-

ising females, they have continued 
to hold on to the Michigan State 
Premier Breeder’s Award for the last 
10 years. The production average of 
this herd has continued to rise each 
year, and now stands at 11334 lbs. 
of milk and 577 Ibs. of fat on 86 
cows, even though the owner com- 
plains that he has no one to milk for 
him but the field help and kids. The 
herd has been classified 10 times, 
and has improved its point average 
each time it is reviewed until now 
it stands at 86.5. 

How is one man able to take such 
long strides ahead in the field of 
cow improvement? Is it just luck, as 
we so often hear, or are there other 
ingredients involved? 

his man knows what he wants 
in a cow’s make-up; size, shape of 
udder, body conformation, sharpness, 
etc., and when he finds his ideal he 
tries to add her to his herd. He then 
proceeds to sample her inheritance 
and develop the progeny, through a 
line-breeding program that is de- 
signed to eventually blend her out- 
standing characteristics into the herd.

He was fortunate in starting with 
a rugged, prepotent, line-bred bull 
that proved great, and was smart 
enough to recognize a butchering 
mistake soon enough to turn it into 
a plus in his cow Building program. 

This is his story with the most 
of it in his words. 


In The Beginning 


“Father quit the farm to work in 
town when I was 12, but we con- 
tinued to live on the land. When I 
graduated from high school, I bought 
a pair of plugs, and some second- 
hand farm equipment, and_ with 
these farmed for a few years before 
getting into the cow business. I pur- 
chased our first registered Guernsey 
heifer in 1940 as a 4H project for 
my younger brother. As I watched 
him fit, Teed, train, and show his 
heifer, I decided I would like to try 
my hand with these yellow cows. I 
purchased his cow when he finished 
his 4H work, and this individual, 
through her daughter, Plainfield 
Princess Mae, proved to be one of 
the greatest cows I ever owned. 
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Princess Mae Family 


‘Mae’ was my kind of cow in her 
own right, but I eventually found 
that by doubling and tripling her 
inheritance in an individual, the re- 
sults were always an improvement. 
I got more milk and Excellent cows 
from this family than from any other 
| have ever used. Furthermore, when 
her inheritance was blended with 
other families, these individuals were 
better than the average of the orig- 
inal family. 

One of the greatest bulls I ever 
bred was Lyrene Emory’s Maestro, 
and he had three shots of ‘Princess 
Mae’ in him. Lyrene Maestro’s Dora, 
his top daughter, goes back to ‘Mae’ 
four times. There are 30 females 
and three bulls in the herd today 
that carry at least one cross to ‘Prin- 
cess Mae,’ and the most of them 
carry two or more. 


Meadow-Gold Family 


In 1943, I purchased from Frank 
Ormston two milking _ heifers— 
‘Wistful’ and ‘Wisteria,’ their heifer 
calves, and a half brother called 
Meadow-Gold Rose King. This 
young bull was a double grandson 
of Coronation Rex, and these five 
head supplied the germ plasm base 
to start another of my great cow 
families, besides making improve- 
ments to other families. 

Frank Ormston was line-breeding 
his herd, and making improvements, 
so I adopted his system, and mated 
‘Rose King’ to his half sisters. Some 
people say that they get too many 
weak ones, or have to hit too many 
over the head when they line-breed. 
I have never had to dispose of one, 
and my herd has continued to gain 
in size and individual excellence as 
the years have gone by. 

Perhaps I ought to say now, I did 
not start with little or weak cows 
and bulls, so did not have to worry 
about them breeding downhill. Gor- 
don Hall told me once that ‘Rose 
King’ was the largest and best front- 
ended bull he had ever seen, and this 
may account for the increase in size 
I got from concentrating his blood. 
I never had another bull that could 
be used on every cow in the herd 
regardless of the bloodline, and make 
improvements with each mating. 

One of the greatest mistakes of 
my life came through listening to 
other people tear apart the Meadow- 
Gold Rose King daughters, because 
they were stringy, and too long 
bodied as young cows. After sending 
him to the butcher, I tried outcross- 
ing through half a dozen fancy 
named bulls, but couldn’t get one 
that would sire the kind of cows I

wanted, Finally, in disgust, I gave 
up, cut the throats of the bulls in 
service, and went back to my home- 
bred ‘Rose King’ sons and grandsons. 

While we are talking about bulls, 
any bull that I would use again 
would have to be from a cow that 
I have milked and handled in my 
own barn. Those bulls I trusted 
other people to buy for me gave me 
daughters that didn’t seem to know 
how to eat enough, and it took me 
10 minutes to get the milk from 
them. 

I try to have a bull to sell to any 
man who comes along. I lease some 
out, and what I don’t sell, I feed 
out with my steers. I read all the 
ads about great bulls, and when I 
send and get semen to use in my 
herd, what I get from this use doesn’t 
live up to the advertisements. 


Peggy Family 

Some years back, I saw a woods 
cow in a farmer’s herd that caught 
my eye. She had a chine that stuck 
up two inches above the blend of 
her shoulder blades, and she was so 
hungry that she would not stop eat- 
ing while I was feeling her hide 
and palpating her udder. Her front 
legs were real wide apart, and she 
had all the engine room she needed. 
She had not n tested, but her 
owner said that she was the best 
cow he ever milked. For not too 
much money, I bought her, and 
found that she was called Perego’s 
Peggy. After I had her some time, 
she was classified Excellent, and 
finished a record of 16845 — 957 at 
Syrs—365—3x. When they wanted 
her in a big sale, I let her go, and 
she left me with $5,800, a son, and 
a daughter. From these two, I have 
built a family that accounts for 16 
females and two bulls in my herd. 

Lyrene May Rose Prince, a bull 
I just sold into A.l., with a two- 
year-old average on his daughters of 
11999 Ibs. of milk and 581 Ibs. of 
fat, is a double grandson of ‘Peggy’ 
and a triple grandson of ‘Princess 
Mae.’ The classification on the

‘Prince’ daughters gives him an 86.5 
average on 10 daughters which 
makes him one of the top type sires 
in the breed. 

Other Families 

Trading a promising heifer for a 
skinny, dry cow sipeiied me with 
another female that eventually be- 
came a foundation cow in my herd. 
She was called Buttercup of Beech 
Hill, came from a farmer’s small 
herd, and has a record of over 12995 
lbs. of milk. She classified Very 
Good five times, and now has 14 
females in the herd. 

Going back closer to the ‘Coro- 
nation Rex’ foundation that I have 
been line-breeding for years, I pur- 
chased another cow that has added 
strength and depth to my herd. She 
was Cowham Farm S. R.’s Neva, 
and on test she produced 12546 lbs. 
of milk. She classified Very Good 
three times, the last time at nearly 
12 years of age, and now has 10 fe- 
males in the herd and two bulls. 
She is the maternal grandmother of 
Lyrene Maestro’s Dora and Lyrene 
Edwin’s Nell, two of the best cows 
in my herd today. 

Colby’s Shirley was a big cow 
that came to us through the I ing 
Horse sale. She classified Excellent, 
made two class leader records of over 
16000 lbs. of milk, and was a ma- 
ternal sister to Langmeadow Minnie, 
Howard Colby’s great cow. ‘Shirley’ 
left us with five daughters and a son. 


The Top Cows 


I am not interested in breeding 
ee average cows, so I am always 
ooking for cows with inherited po- 
tential that can help my herd. The 
last cow I bought cost me a lot of 
money for a cow with no records, 
and no progeny information. She is 
called Deanna’s Beau, weighs 1,550 
Ibs., is Excellent in type, and shows 
great production potential. She could 
Sontdbtibe levelness of rump, better 
feet and legs, lots of size, and good 
udders if she breeds on. Her son, by 
Lyrene King’s Emory, already has 
calves on the ground. 
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These are not all the cows I have 
ever purchased, but these are the 
ones that have proven that they can, 
and will, transmit extra production 
and type to their daughters. One 
time I bought a great, big heifer 
from the South, but she could not 
stand the gaff in my herd. It takes 

uite a few years of breeding for a 
fellow to be sure he has a good cow 
family, and in the meantime he dare 
not get his hopes too high, but must 
keep selecting and planning. 

Everybody won’t agree with me 
on this statement, but I don’t need 
a cow tester to tell me what a cow 
can do. I didn’t have this informa- 
tion on most of the good cows | 
have discovered, and some that I 
bought on their records did not prove 
out in my herd. The man who wants 
to improve cows must know more 
than the piddler, if he expects to 
make money breeding cows. 

What pleases me is that breeders 
and buyers can take cows out of my 
herd, and make National records on 
them. I know my cows have more 
will to milk than I am getting out 
of them, but this is management, 
and we are doing what we do with 
farm and family help. 

After I have mated a cow two or 
three times to different sires in an 
attempt to get her to transmit some 
improvement above her own looks 
and abilities, I give up on her if she 
doesn’t respond, and just milk her 
out. 

Knowing how to put cows and 
bulls together to get the maximum 
improvement from every mating is 
important. I have made a lot of mis- 
takes in breeding cows, but the most 
of them have come through listen- 
ing to others talk when they did not 
know my cows, or what I was trying 
to do. My close bred bulls have been 
successful in giving me the size, 
type, kind of udders, and the pro- 

uction I want. 


I believe that Lyrene Prince’s 
Polly, our line-bred fourth prize 
senior yearling heifer at Waterloo 
last year, is the best heifer I have 
ever bred. She weighed 1,020 Ibs. 
when she was shown, and is about 
as perfect in her make-up as any 
heifer I know. In five generations 
she traces twice to Plainfield’s Prin- 
cess Mae, twice to Cowham Farms 
Emory’s Sunlight, three times to 
Perego’s Peggy, and five times to 
MeatowGn Rose King. 


I don’t object to listening to any 
man blowing his own horn about 
his cows, if he has the kind of cows 
he is talking about, but too many 
times he has just head, horns and 
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hindends, and really doesn’t know 
what a good cow looks like. 

One of the most embarrassing mis- 
takes I ever made was telling breed- 
ers about how great I expected a 
bull to be, and then having him 
sire a bunch of bull calves. Not anti- 
cipating this kind of luck, I had 
leased him out for a couple of years, 
so by the time I got him back he 
had not sired enough heifers to get 
a proof, and was about ready to die 
of old age. He lived up to my ex- 
pectations, but it took so long people 
just called it ‘Hunsberger’s bad 
guess’ and that is where it is now. 


Handling Cows 


I have gone from a stanchion barn 
to a loose housing unit, and then to 
a tie stall barn in my housing of 
cows. These changes have cost «me 
money, but when [| realized that I 
never saw a loose housing setup that 
had top breeding stock for sale, I 
decided such a system defeated my 
reasons for being in the cow busi- 
ness. My tie stalls take more labor, 
bedding, and time in handling cows, 
but I know they are healthier, look 
better, and because the cows are 
more comfortable, they milk more. 

During the winter months, our 
cows get out each day for exercise 
and silage feeding. There is not as 
much confusion as you would ex- 
pect when we put them back in the 
barn for the most of them know 
their stalls, and go there. Mixed and 
alfalfa hay is fed a number of times 
each day in the mangers, and a 16 
per cent grain ration is individually 
fed at milking time. 

Milk letdown and stripout is so 
important to us that a cow that 
doesn’t cooperate at milking time 
doesn’t stay with us. One of the 
children, or my wife, sponges the 
cows’ udders, and I, or one of the 
farm men, do the milking with a 
four unit Surge machine. We go 
right down the tie stall line, and as 
each cow is milked, it is dumped 
into a small dump tank behind her. 
This unit is connected with the 
main holding tank by a long, sani- 
tary milk hose line. A pump at the 
main tank keeps the dump tank 
empty. We pull the dump unit on 
wheels along as we go down the 
tie stall line. 

We don’t know how to fiddle to 
get more milk out of cows’ udders, 
and we don’t have that much time 
to waste anyway. 


In Retrospect 
My wife, Irene, the boys and girls 
in my family, and I, have worked 
hard at this cow improvement busi- 


ness, and have paid for most of a 
460-acre farm by selling the best in 
Guernsey cows, bulls, and milk. Our 
success in dollars and satisfaction 
comes directly from our interest in 
the Guernsey cow, and the people 
promoting her. 


Recently, a friend complained to 
me that in his 50 years of Guernsey 
stewardship, he had not been able 
to improve the cows he had milked. 
This is a stupid experience, but it 
does show that there must be human 
intelligence applied in the use of the 
laws of nature to get continued cow 
improvement. The progress that a 
man can make in breeding better 
cows is almost in direct proportion 
to his understanding of the laws of 
inheritance, his ability to pick 


foundation cows, mate them intelli- 
gently, and then love, feed, and de- 
velop the offspring. 


Any interested young man and 
wife can take today’s good cows, and 
make improvements in succeeding 
generations if he will use proven, 
selected, line-bred bulls, find out 
what kind of a cow the breed wants, 
and then make intelligent matings. 
There are more proven, tested tools 
available today to help in cow 
improvement than ever before in 
history.”

All-American Dairy Show

Tue Pennsylvania All-American 
Dairy Show was slightly down in 
numbers this year, due to no sale, 
but the quality was of the highest 
caliber, according to all the ringside 
comments. One hundred sixty-nine 
head were paraded before Judge 
Clyde Chappell, University of Ten- 
nessee. He selected Ideal’s Factor, a 
powerful, smooth Ideal Guernsey 
Farms entry, from the three-year-old 
and over class as his senior and grand 
champion bull, giving him the ad- 
vantage in size, power, strength in 
his top and loin, and spring of rib, 
over the reserve senior and grand, 
Woodside Hall Hugo. “Hugo,” 
shown in the two-year-old class by 
Paul E. and Ruth E. Spurrier, 
Union Bridge, Md., was granted 
sharpness and some character over 
the older bull. In the younger bull 
classes, Judge Chappell made a 
tough decision for junior champion 
between the junior yearling, Golden 
Harvest Wyn Leverett, shown by F. 
W. McCann, Bridgewater, Conn., 
and the first bull calf, Lauxmont 
Vigilante, an entry from Dr. George 
T. Pack’s Lauxmont Farms, Wrights- 
ville. He finally gave the nod to the 
older of the two Foe his dairy charac- 
ter, sharpness, and upstandingness, 
granting the calf was an exception- 
ally smooth, balanced youngster. 


John Marchezak, Bentleyville, cop- 
ped the senior and grand champion 
female honors with Peach Green 
Paula, out of the aged cow class. In 
his reasons, Judge Chappell com- 
mented on the extreme dairyness of 
this cow and gave her the advantage 
of a neater rump and tail setting 
over the reserve senior and grand 
champion, a three-year-old, Hullside 
Brilliant Vee Seven, shown by John 
H. Hull, Westminster, Maryland. 
Both cows won first best udder rib- 
bons in their respective classes. The 
three-year-old was a taller, stretchier 
cow, but the milkiness of “Paula,” 
that was reserve grand last year, 
carried her through. 

Another junior yearling, also 
owned by F. W. McCann, and a 
paternal sister to the junior cham- 
pion bull, Golden Harvest Wyn Eu- 
genie, was chosen as the junior 
champion female. She exhibited a 
neater shoulder and was a stretchier 
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heifer than the reserve junior cham- 
pion, Twin Brook B. K. Posy, a senior 
yearling shown by John E. Marche- 
zak. The reserve was a deeper-bodied 
heifer, carrying more spring of rib. 
McDonald Sevan Bright Hamlet 
won first in the sernior yearling bull 
class for Anchor and Hope Farms, 
Inc., Port Deposit, Maryland. Ideal 
Guernsey Farms topped both of the 
heifer calf classes, the junior calf, 
Ideal’s Factor’s Mint, being a daugh- 
ter of the grand champion bull.

The groups were well filled, with 
excellent quality from top to bottom. 
The Wyno Hamlet’s Hornet off- 
spring, entered by F. W. McCann, 
had been doing so consistently well 
all morning that they were selected 
as the top junior get. Judge Chappell 
commented that they held their 
strength more evenly than the sec- 
ond group, sired by Chedco Bonan- 
za’s King and entered by John Mar- 
chezak, but that the second group 
was pushing them hard. Liseter 
Farm, Mulhocaway and Ideal 
Guernsey Farms split the older 
groups. More uniform toplines and 
nicer udders on the Mulhocaway 
cows gave them the lead in the best 
three females, out of 12 entries.

Junior Show 


The Indiana State Fair Junior 
Show was held on August 30, with 
Prof. J. W. Albright, Purdue Uni- 
versity, Lafayette, Ind., serving as 
official judge.

One hundred ninety-two head 
were checked into the ring which, 
along with the quality of the cattle, 
added greatly to the keen competi- 
tion in every class. Judge Sowerby 
did not take long to line up the 
few bulls he had in four classes. 
McDonald Farms-Cornell Universi- 
ty, Cortland, had the first prize bull 
calf and junior champion, McDon- 
ald Farms B. Idolo; Martha Pen- 
gelly’s junior yearling, Wileeda Arti- 
M Gustaf, was first in his class, and 
McDonald Properties, | Cortland, 
showed the only senior yearling, Mc- 
Donald’s Bright Hopeful.
